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REPORT OF PUBLIC HEALTH NURSE 


Maine Department of Health and Welfare 
Division of Public Health Nursing, Bureau of Health 
Annual Report of Public Health Nursing Services in 


Unity in the year of 1967 


Public health nursing is a special field of nursing 
that functions as a part of the total public health program, 
for the promotion of health, the improvement of con- 
ditions in the social and physical environment, rehabili- 
tation and prevention of illness and disability. It is 
concerned chiefly with health supervision, non-hospital- 
ized sick persons and their famalies, with health problems 
that affect the community as a whole. Your public health 
nurse supported this program in your community by 
visits in the home in the health interests of families, 
participation in a school health program, in a Head 
Start Project, and in child health conferences during 
the physicians examination and immunization of infants 
and pre-school age children. This service was strength- 
ened by the cooperation and assistance of physicans, 
volunteer health workers, school personnel, town officials 
and other agency personnel. Available resources were 
used as indicated to meet health problems. 

Your public health nurse, a staff member of the 
Division of Public Health Nursing of Maine, participated 
in a variety of activities as shown in Table 1.

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COMMENTS 


February 16, 1966 to February 15, 1967 


An audit has been completed of the financial records of 
the Town of Unity for the fiscal year ended February 15, 
1967. The audit consisted of an examination of the rec- 
ords maintained under the supervision of the Selectmen 
and other municipal officials. 


The fiscal year’s operations showed a net unexpended 
departmental balance of $8,354.35, which was accounted 


for as follows: 


Departmental Operations: 


Unexpended Balances $10,442.12 
Overdrafts 2,087.77 
Net Unexpended Balance $8,354.35 


The unallocated balance of excise tax revenve and 
unexpended balances in the State aid road and town poor 
accounts less overdrafts in highway and town dump 
accounts were the major factors contributing to the net 
unexpended departmental balance lapsed to surplus. 


The following comments pertain to the accompanying 
financial statements and to the scope of audit. 


ASSETS........ The general cash balance of $25,072.63 was 
on deposit in the Federal Trust Company, Unity, Maine. 
Petty cash of $200.00 was on hand. 
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Taxes receivable totaling $3,621.40 consisted for the 
most part of current year accounts of $2,919.05. The 
remaining: balance of $702.35 was applicable to the 1965 
and 1964 commitments in the amounts of $544.55 and 
$157.80 respectively. Tax liens and tax acquired property 
amounted to $1,223.75 and $523.85 respectively. — 


LIABILITIES, RESERVES AND SURPLUG........ Accounts 
payable totaling $41.52 represented for the most part an 
amount due the State for licenses. The trust fund income 
reserve amounted to $97.52 at the year end. 


The unappropriated surplus amounted to $30,534.78, 
an increase of $10,914.21 for the year. The change was 
occasioned principally by the net unexpended depart- 
mental balance lapsed and a gain on sale of tax acquired 
property. 


EUS Loe NDS. .::.... Trust fund principals totaled $19,- 
516.36 and unexpended income amounted to $3,528.29. 
These funds are invested in United States Treasury Bonds 
of $7,000.00, utility stocks of $1,184.00 and bank deposits 
totaling $14,860.65. 


GENERAL........ The use of excise tax revenue and trans- 
fers from surplus for various purposes were authorized 
by the townspeople. 


SCOPE OF AUDIT 


The system of internal control was reviewed as pertained 
to the handling of cash and other matters of financial 
concern. Count of cash was made and reconciled at audit 
date. Records were checked to determine the accuracy 
of recorded cash transactions. 
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The cash account was verified by reconciliation of state- 
ments furnished by the depository. The correctness of 
other recorded assets and liabilities was verified on a test 
basis. 


An analysis was made of receipts and deposits as well as 
expenditures and negotiated checks. Vouchers, payrolls 
and cancelled checks were examined for a selected per- 
iod. Excise tax collections were checked with copies of 
receipts retained by the collector. 

Trust Fund transactions were reviewed and investments 
verified. Surety bond coverage was reviewed. The town 
clerk’s records as pertained to financial administration 
were checked.

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WARRANT FOR ANNUAL TOWN MEETING 


March 16, 1968 


To Donald Finnemore, a Constable of the Town of 
Unity, in the County of Waldo, State of Maine: Greetings: 


In the name of the State of Maine, you are hereby 
required to notify and warn the inhabitants of the Town 
of Unity, in said Waldo County, qualified by law to vote 
in Town affairs, to meet at the gymnasium building in said 
Town on Saturday the 16th day of March, A. D., 1968 at 
ten o’clock in the forenoon. then and there to act on the 
following articles, to wit: 


Art. 1. To choose a Moderator to preside at said 
meeting. 


Art. 2. To hear and act on the report of the Se- 
lectmen, Assessors and Overseers of the Poor, Treasurer, 
Collector, Superintendent of Schools, Clerk and Other 
Town Officers. 


Art. 8. To choose all necessary officers for the 
ensuing year. 


Art. 3A. To elect a Trustee, for 3 years, to “The 
Unity Utilities District’. 


Art. 4. To see if the town will elect one person to 
serve as Tax Collector, Excise Tax Collector, Treasurer 
and Clerk. That person to be at the municipal office 5 
days per week, except legal holidays, Mon. through 
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Fri., 4 hrs. per day, 50 weeks per year, all fees ordinarily 
collected by clerk will become a part of the Town Offi- 
cers Salary Fund. 


Art. 5. To see what action the town will take in 
relation to one person serving as Tax Collector, Excise 
Tax Collector, Treasurer, Clerk and Register of Voters 
for the ensuing year and establish the price for same. 


Art. 6. To see what action the town will take in 
relation to the collection of taxes for the ensuing year 
and establish the price for same. 


Art. 7. To see what action the town will take in 
relation to the collection of Excise taxes for the ensuing 
year and establish the price for same. 


Art. 8. To see what action the town will take in 
relation to establishing a salary for the Town Treasurer. 


Art. 9. To see if the town will, by its vote, set the 
time when its taxes assessed and committed to the Tax 
Collector for the year 1968 shall become due. 


Art. 10. To see if the town will authorize the Se- 
lectmen, in behalf of the town, to sell and dispose of any 
real estate acquired by the town for non-payment of taxes 
thereon, and to execute quit-claim deeds for such prop- 
erty. 


Art. 10B. To see if the town will vote to authorize 
the Selectmen, in behalf of the town, to sell and dispose 
of any real estate acquired by the town for non-payment 
of taxes thereon, and to execute quit-claim deeds for such 
property. As amended, that, land andlor real estate 
becoming property of town, may be sold by Selectmen, 
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only when authorized to do so by voters of town at a 
regular or special Town Meeting. 

| Property to be sold will be advertised sixty days 
after sale authorized. A minimum bid, and date of 
bid opening, will appear in listing and no bids below 
minimum can be accepted. Listing will appear in one 
issue of Republican Journal, Waterville Sentinel, and 
Bangor News. 

Sealed bids only will be accepted, and opened on 
a set date in the presence of all Selectmen, Treasurer and 
Clerk. 

Previous owner can redeem property any time be- 
fore opening of sealed bid. 

Each bid will be accompanied by a Certified Check 
in the amount of one tenth of the bid, or an agreement 
to loan Bidder purchase price by a reputable financial 
institution or Government agency. 

Once property is listed for sale, it must be sold to 
highest bidder on a cash basis, unless redeemed by 
previous owner as stated.

To see what sum of money the town will 
raise and appropriate for the upkeep and maintenance of 
a town dump.

Art. 38. To see if the town will vote that the se- 
lectmen are authorized to accept at their own discretion 
sums of money for the perpetual care of cemetery lots. 


Art. 34. To see if the Town will vote to authorize 
the selectmen to enter into a contract with the Central 
Maine Power Co. to install one street light between the 
corner of 139, 202 and 9, and the one opposit the Federal 
Trust Bank, preferably near the Unity Municipal Build- 
ing. Pole No. 2. 


Art. 35. To see if the Town will vote to authorize 
the selectmen to refund the Unity Telephone Co. the sum 
of $1,346.50 for overpayment of taxes, for 6 years, 1962 
to 1967 inclusive.
